- That by the intent of the ſaid Decree the Lord Bruce was to have reaſonable Sums of Mo-' 
ney yearly out of the ſaid Eſtate for his better ſupport, to be appointed unto him by the 
' Dutcheſs of Bearfort whileſt ſhe lived, and after her death- by the Duke of Beaufort during ' 


his life, and after by the Earl of Clarendon. 
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_ That the Leaſes and Eſtates to be granted by virtue of the Powets in the Indenture of 
eleaſe were to be onely of Lands in poſleſſion, that until all the,Eſtates granted, or to be 
granted ſhould expire, or fall in Hands, no Life or Lives could be filled up; but by Coma-# 

poſition or Agreements with the ſevera] Tenents in Poſſcſſion thereof, to ſurrender their re- 
maining Eſtates, as any of their Lives happen to fall : which wonld be upon hard and un- 
profitable Terms to the Lord Bruce. That the Lord and Lady Bruce may both dye be- 
fore the ſaid 15000!l. by and under the Powers aforcſaid may be raiſed. | 

That by reaſon no Leaſes or Eſtates can be made or granted of the ſaid Mannors and: 
Lands, until they fall in hand, and but. by Compoſition or Agreements with the Te- . 
nents : And that ſuch Leaſes muſt be made and granted by ſuch conſent as aforeſaid, the 
faid 15000/. will be flowly raiſed. Andin caſe the Lord and Lady Bzxce both dye before 
_the ſame be raiſed. The faid ſeveral Debts amounting to 1 5cco!. or ſuch of them, as ſhall

for the Lands, neither letten by Duke Johr, or before his time the heſt Rents, 

And that the Fines upon ſuch Leaſes and Eſtates, ſo to be made ar.d grantcd; and alſo 
upon Copy-holds and all Rents and Sums of Money payable for, or reſerved upon any 
Demiſe or Leaſe of the ſaid Mannors and Premiſes ( except the Mannor of Amesbury, and 
other the Lands limited to Sir Fehr Talbort and John Firz-herbert, for raiſing 5ool. a year,. 
for the ſeparate uſe of the Lady Brace ) ſhould be paid to Truſtees, until the ſaid ſeveral 
Debts amounting to 1 5000. as aforeſaid, and alſo the rocool. by the ſaid Decree, to be rai- 
ſed, ſhould be raiſed, paid and ſatisfied. In truſt thereout to mgke up the ſaid F061. a year - 
for the ſeparate Maintenance of the Lady Eliz, Bruce, during hqgCoverturetwiths. thes Lord +

Then to pay 1000/. a year only to the Eldeſt Son of the Lord'and Lady Bruce, until the . 
ſaid ſeveral Sums of 15000 1. and 100001. ſhall be raiſed. 


And after the ſaid reſpective Sums of 5co /. 15091. 20001. and 1000 /. ſhall be ſatisfied ; 
and as the ſame ſhall be reſpeCtively paid. 

Then to depoſite all the reſidue of the Moneys, ſo to be raiſed and received as aforeſaid 
unto. and for the payment of the ſaid ſeveral Debts, amounting to 15000. as aforeſaid, and 
the Intereſt thereof in proportions, as the Dutcheſs of Bearforr, and the Lord and Lady 
Bruce, and the Surviver of them ſhall appoinr. 

And after thoſe Debts paid, and the 5007. a year for the ſeparate Maintenance of the 
Lady Bruce made up, do then pay all the Rents of the ſaid Mannors and Premiſes, and alſo 
one Moiety of the Fines to be raiſed, by granting Eſtates, either of the Leaſe-hold or Copy- 
hold Lands, unto the ſaid Thomas Lord Bruce for his Life ; and after his Death, to the Lady 
Elizabeth Bruce for her Life; and after both their Deaths, to the Perſon and Perſons to 
whom the Freehold of the Premiſe ſhall belong by the Limitations in the Indenture of Releaſe: 
And the other Motety of the ſame Fines, unto and for the raiſing the ſaid 100001. for the 
purpoſes in the ſaid Decrce mentioned. 5-1 

And after the faid ſeveral Sums of 150007. 2nd 1coool!. raiſed and paid, the ſaid Rents 
and Fines to be no longer paid to the Truſtees.

as the ſaid 150004. and Intereſt, and 100co 1. ſhall be raiſed and paid, the power given to - 
Truſtees to make Leaſes after the Deaths of the Lord and Lady Bruce to ceaſe and be yoid, :
